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Brazen gunman 
holds up D’town 


According to police, at 
10:30 am, two armed guards 
from New Jersey-based 
Shields Business Solutions en- 
tered the Metcalfe Building on 
the LIU campus, at the comer 
of Flathush and DeKalb av- 
enues, to fill an ATM ma- 
chine. One of the guards had 
opened the ATM when he dis- 
covered his partner was being 
held at gunpoint. 

The robber took the cash 
from the guards, and also 
wrested away their firearms, 
which consisted of a Heckler & 
Koch .40-caliber semiautomat- 
ic and a Springfield .357 Mag- 
num. The bandit then fled up- 
stairs and into the LIU building. 

The perpetrator was de- 
scribed as a black male, about 
6 feet tall and 160 pounds, 
dressed in a black, three-quar- 
ter-length bubble jacket. 

Joyce Joseph, 19, a phar- 
macy major from Queens, 
was in the physics lab in the 
Metcalfe Building when she 
heard the fire alarm. 

“We thought it was a joke,” 
she said, before being told in 
the hallway to evacuate the 
building. 

Whether it was school se- 
curity or the thief who pulled 
the alarm to create a distrac- 
tion was unclear. 

Hundreds of students milled 
around outside the school while 
around 100 officers from the 
NYPD’s Emergency Services 
Unit and the 84th and 88th 
precincts closed Hatbush Av- 
enue to traffic and cordoned off 
the entire 10-acre campus. 

Police dogs scoured the 
budding top to bottom and of- 
ficers extended their search 
into the nearby Walt Whitman 
and Raymond Ingersoll hous- 
ing complexes as well as the 
Fulton Mall. 

The campus’ five academic 
buildings are connected via 
third-floor bridges and can be 
difficult even for seasoned 
students to navigate, said 
Melanie Hdl-Cantey, a coordi- 
nator in the student mentor 
program and an alumnus of 
the university. 

Hdl-Cantey said hiding out 
in the school would be more 
difficult than slipping out dur- 
ing the evacuation. 

“The way they were evacu- 


ating the building I felt was 
disorganized,” she said. “I’m 
just thinking that he got out.” 

Bloodhounds and German 
shepherds swarmed the build- 
ing as the rain thinned out the 
crowd that had gathered out- 

James Schinazi, 19, a phar- 
macy major from Midwood, 
waited in the rain, however, be- 
cause his car was parked on 
one of the blocked-off streets. 
He had come outside to fill the 
meter when the building was 
evacuated forcing him to leave 
his books in the tutoring center. 


“I got a double whammy,” 
he said. 

By around 2 pm, the police 
called off their search, and po- 
lice department spokesman 
Capt. James Klein announced, 
“No one was found.” 

Car-jacking 

Shortly before police called 
off their search around LIU, a 
car was stolen at gunpoint 
from a Brooklyn Hospital 
parking lot on Ashland Place, 
between DeKalb Avenue and 
Willoughby Street.

Jay St. site

The Watchtower Bible 
and Tract Society of New 
York, better known as the 
Jehovah’s Witnesses, is 
circulating plans to devel- 
op a parking lot at 85 Jay 
St. in DUMBO. 

The three-acre parcel — 
bounded by Jay, Front, Bridge 
and York streets, half a block 
from the Manhattan Bridge 
overpass — was purchased by 
the Watchtower Society in the 
early 1990s, and is slated for 
residential housing for the reli- 
gious group’s members. 

Keith Cady, the Watchtower 
Society’s project coordinator 
for the 85 Jay St. site, said the 
proposal is currently being dis- 
cussed with the Department of 
City Planning but has not yet 
been certified to begin its pas- 
sage through the city’s Uni- 
form Land Use Review Proce- 
dure (ULURP), a public 


review required to rezone the 
parcel from light manufactur- 
ing to residential. 

“We are just going through 
the process with the Depart- 
ment of City Planning in 
Brooklyn and in Manhattan to 
basically see how this project 
could develop from their point 
of view,” Cady said. 

Beyer Blinder Belle, the 
Manhattan-based architectural 
firm behind the Mark Mortis 
Dance Center in Fort Greene, 
among other projects, has been 
hired to create the design of 
the building but formal details, 
such as height, materials and 
renderings, are not yet avail- 
able, according to Cady. 

“The comments we have re- 
ceived from the community 
board, from neighborhood 
groups and from City Planning 
is that they would like to see it 
developed in a way that is 
contextual with the light man- 
ufacturing buildings that are

W'front plan makes cut 

Yassky: Despite budget deficit, mayor still behind Bridge Park

Brooklyn Bridge Park 
survived Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg’s preliminary 
budget proposal this week. 

In a forum sponsored by the 
DUMBO Neighborhood, Vine- 
gar Hill and Fulton Ferry Land- 
ing associations at Bargemusic, 
docked off Fulton Ferry Land- 
ing, Councilman David Yassky 
announced that despite a grim 
fiscal picture, “We have some 
piece of good news.” 

Brooklyn Bridge Park — a 
67-acre commercial and recre- 
ational development planned 
for the waterfront from Jay 
Street, under the Manhattan 
Bridge, 1.3 miles south to Jo- 
ralemon Street — “wasn’t 
touched,” he said, despite a 
proposed slashing of the city’s 
capital budget by 26 percent. 

The city, which represents a 
total commitment of $65 mil- 
lion towards the development, 
has allocated almost $11 mil- 
lion towards Brooklyn Bridge 
Park in Fiscal Year 2003 for 
landscaping north of the 
Brooklyn Bridge around Main 
Street Park, at the intersection 
of Main and Plymouth streets. 


The city is expected to build a 
pebble beach and develop 
more green space around the 
playground this year. 


Yassky had expressed con- 
cern last October that the plan- 
ners were not moving quickly 
enough to use the funds while 


the city was just looking for unless conditions change dur- 
places from which to cut.

DeBlasio won't put name to gay measure

Councilman Bill DeBlas- 
io’s decision not to co-spon- 
sor a bill extending employ- 
ment benefits to domestic 
partners has gay rights 
groups claiming the Park 
Slope official’s ambitions 
are overshadowing his cam- 


paign promises. 

The bffi, Intro. 271, was au- 
thored by Manhattan Council- 
woman Christine Quinn and is 
being co-sponsored by 30 
council members including 
David Yassky, of Brooklyn 
Heights; James Davis, of Fort 
Greene; Yvette Clarke, of Hat- 
bush; as well as more conser- 
vative Democrats, like Staten 


Island’s Michael McMahon. 

The legislation would re- 
quire an entity contracting with 
the city to provide benefits to 
domestic partners registered 
with the city, or partners of a 
civil union recognized by an- 
other jurisdiction. The legisla- 
tion is currently circulating in 
the council to collect enough 
sponsors to ensure it could 
withstand a mayoral veto. 

DeBlasio, who has been 
one of the more progressive 
voices in the council, and who 
still claims to be an advocate 
of the bill, has asked that it be 
amended to exempt religious 
institutions. That has aroused 
some suspicion that he is 
bending to pressure from As- 
semblyman Dov Hikind, 
whose largely Orthodox Jew- 
ish 48th Assembly District of 
Borough Park dovetails with 
DeBlasio’s 39th Council Dis- 
trict, which also includes Car- 
roll Gardens and Park Slope. 

“This is clearly not the last 
job Bill DeBlasio’s going to 
have and he’s looking down 
the line and thinking he will 
need Dov Hikind’s support,” 
said Dan Tietz, president of 
the Lambda Independent De- 
mocrats (LID), a Brownstone 
Brooklyn-based gay, lesbian, 
bi-sexual and transgender po- 
litical club.

Bank rob arrest

A suspect in at least two 
Fort Greene bank rob- 
beries, who may be con- 
nected to a slew of Brook- 
lyn Heights and Down- 
town Brooklyn robberies, 
was arrested this week in 
Plainfield, N.J.

Shuttle disaster recalls Christa 

Dyker School named for teacher-astronaut holds moment of silence

While investigators pieced together clues 
from Saturday’s Columbia space shuttle disas- 
ter, children returned to school on Monday with 
a shaken sense 
of security. 

At Intermediate 
School 187 in Dy- 
ker Heights, the 
Christa McAuliffe 
School, the crash had a particular sting. 

The public school, on 65th Street at 11th Avenue, is 
named for the school teacher and astronaut killed when 
the space shuttle Challenger exploded just 73 seconds 
after it took off on Jan. 28, 1986. 

The green marquis outside the school reads, “Home 
of the Explorer” and the flag flying at half-mast Mon- 
day was a constant reminder of the weekend's tragedy. 

Inside the school, McAuliffe is featured in a new 
mural that students put up recently. Depicted in her 
blue NASA uniform she stands alongside the ill-fated 
Challenger. She is featured, pensively, against the plan- 
etary system she dreamed of visiting. 

Because none of the students at the Christa McAuli-

New look, old lines 
at Cadman's GPO

Yet another example that 
you can’t have your cake 
and eat it, too: customers at 
the newly renovated 
General Post Office on 
Cadman Plaza this week 
complimented the sparkling 
new interior of the facility 


but complained waits were 
longer than ever. 

Number four in a line of 
about 30 customers stretching 
past the security sensors, Nico- 
la Gambino, a credit manager, 
praised the new post office’s 
easier to understand signage 
and new security windows. 
“It’s beautiful,” he said, “but 


the service is lousy.” 

Gambino, 39, said he had 
been waiting “at least 20 min- 
utes” to buy stamps with his 
credit card. Postage stamp 
vending machines at the en- 
trance to the post office only 
accept cash, so customers 
seeking to pay by credit or 
debit card last Friday after- 
noon had no choice but to step

The U.S. Postal Service 
has set up a two-day-a- 
week Post Office in the 
Eileen Dugan Senior 
Center on Court Street 
between First Place and 
President Street. 

“They finally listened after 
saying the seniors in Carroll 
Gardens are underserved,” 


said Assemblywoman Joan 
Millman who has pushed 
Postmaster General John Pot- 
ter to open a permanent facili- 
ty in Carroll Gardens. 

The service is open to sen- 
iors on Tuesdays and Thurs- 
days, from 11 am to 1 pm. Pa- 
trons do not have to be 
members of the center but they 
must be senior citizens and 
identification may be requested. 

The neighborhoods of Car- 
roll Gardens and Cobble Hill 


have bemoaned the absence of 
a community post office since 
a postal contract station locat- 
ed inside the Carroll Court 
Pharmacy, at 388 Court St., 
was taken out of service two 
years ago by the drugstore’s 

The Postal Service has pro- 
vided a mobile post office to 
the neighborhood on Court 
Street, between First Place 
and Carroll Street, Monday 
through Friday, 10:15 am to 4 
pm, but its presence has been 
inconsistent because it fre- 
quently parks at different loca- 
tions and closes for meals. 

Millman said that Carroll 
Gardens’ population currently 
stands at about 30,000 resi- 
dents, 15 percent of which are 
senior citizens, making the 
long journey to the Red Hook 
or Brooklyn Heights post of- 
fices particularly grievous. 

The new senior center serv- 
ice will sell stamps and mon- 
ey orders and will also accept 
packages. 

“What we have to do as a 
senior center is use it,” Mill- 
man said. “And prove there is 

The 20-year-old center, 
named after the late Brooklyn 
Heights and Carroll Gardens 
assemblywoman, serves about 
120 seniors a day with meals, 
and activities such as exercise, 
games and dance classes. 


into an already bloated line. 

The refurbished Cadman 
Plaza entrance to the General 
Post Office (GPO) opened the 
second week of January. Be- 
fore then, customers had been 
diverted to an entrance on 
Johnson Street ever since con- 
struction began in 1999. 

Checkerboard flooring and 
wood-framed display win- 
dows are some details that re- 
tain the flavor of the building’s 
heritage. Linda Peters, a proj- 
ect executive with the Brook- 
lyn Court Project for the city 
General Services Administra- 
tion said that in the process of 
moving the GPO from one 
side of the building to the oth- 
er, a new mezzanine was built 
to serve as the base for Down- 
town Brooklyn mail carriers. 
The bill for renovating both 
wings of the former court- 
house, which date from 1892 
and 1933, is “approximately 
$130 million,” said Peters. 

For customers, new addi- 
tions like fresh tiles, bright 
lighting, electronic service 
windows and bulletproof glass 
are vast improvements on the 
old post office, which Gambi- 
no described as “a lot more 
decrepit, a lot more decrepit 
compared to this one.” 

Still, many customers did not 
perceive an improvement in 
their main concern — service. 

A few steps behind Gambi- 
no, Pat Skelton, in a blue hard- 
hat, waited to ship back two 
Time Life CDs. Skelton, an en- 
gineer working on the Brook- 
lyn Court Project, said of the 
new electronic call system for 
service windows, “It takes like 
five, 10 minutes longer. 

“I like the design, I just 
don’t like the wait. It should 
be much quicker,” said Skel- 
ton, who stopped into the post 
office on his lunch break. 

Pat Bellantoni, a spokes- 
man for the Brooklyn Post 
Office, said, “It’s the same 
staffing as we had before and 
the wait on line depends on 
the amount of traffic at a giv- 
en time. Some [lines] are 
quick and some are slow, it 
depends on the time of day 
like anything else.” 

But one longtime customer 
gave high marks to the look 
and feel of the new post of- 
fice. On her first visit to the 
renovated premises, Bertha 
Lowitt, who looks two 
decades younger than her 85 
years, struggled to slide a 
puffy envelope between the 
thick double layer of bullet- 
proof glass separating work- 
ers and customers. But the re- 
tired schoolteacher had only 
positive comments about the 
changes. 

Said Lowitt, who mailed 
books and dolls to great 
grandnephews in East Charles- 
berg, Penn.: “[Customers] 
just used to slam [packages] 
down on the long table. They 
were open. This is kind of 
nice.” Lowitt, who even had 
kind words for the “lovely” 
postal workers, added, “Com- 
pared to what it was like, it’s 
very lovely.”

Among those the suspect has 
been linked to in Fort Greene 
are two at an HSBC Bank at 1 
Hanson PI., between Ashland 
Place and St. Felix Street, on 
Nov. 25 and Dec. 27. 

Other Brooklyn bank rob- 
beries police believe were 
committed by Johnson oc- 
curred in Bedford-Stuyvesant, 
Flatlands, East Flatbush and 
East New York, between Nov. 
20 and Jan. 4. 

Johnson was arrested out- 
side a check cashing business 
in Plainfield, where he report- 
edly cashed his weekly unem- 
ployment checks. Published 
reports said Johnson has a 
lengthy criminal record dating 
back to 1974, that he is ad- 
dicted to heroin and that he 
has served time in prison. 

In the past three months, at 
least seven banks have been 
robbed in Downtown Brooklyn 
and Brooklyn Heights by a 
note-passing man who seemed 
to flee at the slightest hesitation.

pendence Community Bank, 
and passed the teller a note that 
read: “Pass the money. I have a 
gun.” The teller pressed the 
silent alarm and the suspect fled 
without taking any money. 

On Dec. 16, an HSBC

the campaign manager on U.S. Sen. Hillary Clinton's successful 
campaign and is believed to be a prospect for speaker of the City 
Council when Gifford Miller is term-limited out of office in 
2005, denied Hikind had any influence over his decision not to 
be a sponsor. 

“I support the bill. I support the intent. I plan to vote for the 
bill,” DeBlasio said, adding that Catholic constituents also ex- 
pressed some reservations about the bill as written. “The role of 
a sponsor, in my view, is to be at a level of total and unreserved 
support. I have some wording concerns which I think can be re- 
solved and I simply feel that I am not ready to be a sponsor until 
those issues are resolved.” 

During his 2001 campaign for City Council, DeBlasio enjoyed 
the endorsement of Hikind and collected the most votes, 1,194, in 
a crowded Democratic primary in the election districts in Hikind’s 
48th AD. The second highest, Steve Banks, gathered 847 votes in 
the 48th AD, according to the city Board of Elections. 

Banks was ultimately endorsed by LID — Tietz served as his 
campaign manager before he was the club’s president — while 
DeBlasio was endorsed by the Empire State Pride Agenda. 

During the campaign, DeBlasio promised that he would support 
and sponsor the bill on a questionnaire filled out in August 200 1 , 
said Joe Tarver, a spokesman for the Empire State Pride Agenda. 

The group declined, however, to show a copy of the question- 
naire to The Brooklyn Papers. 

"I don’t remember the exact wording,” DeBlasio said. “I cer- 
tainly told them I’d support it. I haven’t seen the questionnaire in 
a long time and I don’t remember if it said ‘sponsor’ or ‘support.’” 

The Lambda Independent Democrats asked for DeBlasio’s 
feelings on the bill during his campaign and they noted his sup- 
port, although Tietz could not recall if they asked him specifical- 
ly to sponsor the bill. 

“When someone says, in public life, I’m voting for something 
even in the case of a veto override, I think that’s a very, very 
clear statement,” DeBlasio said. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg can veto a bill passed by the 
council, but the council can override his veto with a two-thirds 
majority vote. 

“People can put their name on something and pull their name 
off or do all sorts of clever things,” DeBlasio said. ‘Tm being ex- 
tremely clear about the fact that I’m going to vote for it, and that’s 
the bottom line ... In this instance, I .” 

A standard concern for gay groups regarding the exemption 
of religious institutions, is that organizations whose primary pur- 
pose is not worship, such as hospitals and social service agen- 
cies, are not required to comply. 

DeBlasio said he is only concerned about houses of worship. 

“A synagogue, a church, the administrative structure of reli- 
gious institutions per se,” DeBlasio said of what he was seeking 
to exempt. “Not at all the service organizations that are almost 
invariably publicly funded. By being publicly funded you com- 
mit to serve a broad range of people not just adherent to the reli- 
gion.” 

DeBlasio said his position was influenced by a number of 
constituents who came to him with concerns about the bill as it 
was written. 

“The actual houses of worship create for me a little bit of sep- 
aration-of-church-and-state issue,” DeBlasio added. “We have to 
be sensitive to the fact that legislation can affect the actual day- 
to-day workings of a religious institution and that’s something to 
be very, very sensitive about.” 

Ultimately, however, lesbian, gay and transgender groups, which 
are a prominent factor in Park Slope politics, stand by the bill. 

“As written, the bill satisfies me and satisfies LID,” Tietz said. 
“If there were religious exemptions that could cause real concern 
for me and for us.” 

“Two-thirds of [DeBlasio’s] district are among the most liber- 
al neighborhoods in the city, including Park Slope and most of 
the brownstone belt,” said Alan Lleishman, a former president of 
LID and a district leader in the 52nd AD of Park Slope and 
Brooklyn Heights. “So we were pretty disappointed, to say the 
least, in his decision not to be a sponsor.”

there,” Cady said. “That’s sort of the design theme that we have 
penciled in for now . . . Also, something that is important is some- 
thing that respects the smaller scale of the Vinegar Hill community.” 

Cady said that given the size of the 138,000-square-foot lot, a res- 
idential building there could contain as many as 1,000 apartments. 

Among the groups to have been informed of the plans are 
Community Board 2’s land use committee, the DUMBO Neigh- 
borhood Association and the Vinegar Hill Association. 

“The primary concern of the community is keeping Jay Street 
an active retail corridor since it will be one of the pathways to 
Brooklyn Bridge Park,” said Michael Crane, president of the 
DUMBO Neighborhood Association. 

With a fledgling retail presence on the street, which now in- 
cludes a 40,000-square-foot ABC Carpet and Home at 20 Jay 
St., Crane fears a dead space, which could otherwise add to the 
southward commercial flow. 

Monique Denoncin, president of the Vinegar Hill Association, 
sought something that would aesthetically blend with the exist- 
ing buildings. 

“Not just an enormous cube or box,” she said. Denoncin has 
since asked them to seek “inspiration from the buildings here.” 

“That is what we are working with our architects to try to do,” 
Cady said. 

The Watchtower Society’s headquarters is based in DUMBO 
and the organization owns a handful of structures around the 
neighborhood and in Brooklyn Heights along Lurman Street and 
Columbia Heights. 

The buildings built by the Watchtower Society have tended 
toward the a boxy, nondescript style. 

The plans also include parking to offset the loss of Pier 5, 
which is included in the plans for Brooklyn Bridge Park. 

"Currently, we park almost 700 cars in Pier 5 and in order to 
make way for the Brooklyn Bridge Park we need to have a way to 
get those vehicles somewhere else,” Cady said. “So we would plan 
for this project to have a very large underground parking element to 
it. We could get those cars out of the way of Brooklyn Bridge Park 
and also not impact the streets of Brooklyn Heights or DUMBO.”

and restore Prospect Park and plan events and activities for other 
teens in the park. The program receives an average of about 
$50,000 in state funding annually. 

Among the initiatives for which the youths were lobbying 
was the Parks Opportunities Program (POP), a state-funded wel- 
fare-to-work program that provides 3,500 maintenance and op- 
erations workers to the city Department of Parks and Recreation. 
Like practically every other state and city program, the current 
fiscal environment in New York has many concerned about 
which programs will be axed. 

The trip attendees also asked for additional support for the 
Prospect Park Audubon Center. 

“It’s very important for the young people to learn about how 
government works and to take part in the fundraising efforts,” 
Thomas said. 

Most of the operating costs for Prospect Park are provided by 
the city, therefore recent cuts to the park’s maintenance budget 
were not issues on the agenda. 

The community committee, comprised of representatives 
from park-related organizations, and the youth council members 
met with almost all of the Brooklyn delegation in the state Leg- 
islature, including state Sens. Seymour Lachman (Sunset Park- 
Staten Island), Velmanette Montgomery (Downtown Brooklyn- 
Fort Greene), Carl Andrews (Park Slope-Windsor Terrace), and 
Assembly members Jim Brennan (Park Slope), Roger Green

Marty to Pataki: Don’t 
give B’klyn the shaft

Borough President Marty 
Markowitz this week re- 
turned to Albany, where he 
served in the state Senate for 
23 years, to argue for more 
state aid in light of Gov. 
George Pataki’s austerity 
budget. 

“New York City residents 
feel that we were romanced 
until November and now we 
feel like jilted lovers,” Marko- 
witz said Friday in announcing 
the trip upstate. “The truth of 
the matter is that the governor 
was in Brooklyn and New 
York City more than many 


other elected officials in 
statewide races and he really 
romanced us. The bottom line 
now is that he may want to jilt 
us. We’re not going to let this 
romance go.” 

Markowitz was joined in 
Monday’s junket upstate by 
three other borough presi- 
dents: Manhattan’s C. Virginia 
Fields; Adolpho Carrion of the 
Bronx; and Helen Marshall of 
Queens. 

Staten Island’s James Moli- 
naro, the only Republican bor- 
ough president, was out of 
town on vacation while the 
other four lobbied Albany. 

All four gathered in the ro- 
tunda at City Hall on Friday to 


deride the cuts and announce 
their trip north. 

“We’ll be up in Albany to 
speak on behalf of the needs of 
New York City,” Markowitz 
said on Friday. “We have to 
determine what kind of city we 
want. Whether or not the rest 
of the state accepts it. New 
York City is the economic en- 
gine of the rest of the state of 
New York.” 

The four borough presi- 
dents spoke before a joint ses- 
sion of the Finance and Ways 
and Means committees against 
the governor’s budget on 
Monday. 

“A full 34 percent of Brook-

Fort Greene group 
to market selves

The future is now, say 
members of a consortium 
of Fort Greene neighbor- 
hood groups, who, spurred 
on by the planned 
Brooklyn Academy of 
Music Cultural District are 
pooling their resources to 
share information and help 
market what currently 
exists in the neighborhood. 

The Fort Greene Informa- 
tion Exchange (FGIX) has at- 
tracted organizations with 
planned and existing invest- 
ments in Fort Greene, such as 
the Myrtle Ave. Revitalization 
Project, the Fort Greene Asso- 
ciation and the BAM Local 
Development Corporation, 
which is planning the cultural 
district of arts space, housing 
and retail developments over 
four parking lots surrounding 
BAM. 

“What we are trying to do is 
create a spotlight, a spotlight 
to share information,” said 
Trayce Gardner, founder of 
FGIX and the executive direc- 
tor of Brooklyn Young Film- 
makers, a non-profit organiza- 
tion that introduces young 
people to filmmaking. 

The information exchange 
has been meeting for about a 
year, and drew more than 30 
organization or business repre- 
sentatives to its last meeting, 
on Jan. 30, at the Hanson 
Place United Methodist 
Church, on St. Felix Street be- 
tween Hanson Place and 
Lafayette Avenue. 

The breadth and scope of 
the group’s purpose is still in 
the works but tours of Forest 
City Ratner’s under-construc- 
tion Atlantic Terminal, at Han- 
son Place and Flatbush Av- 
enue, as well as volunteer 
drives for neighborhood parks 
are among the issues that 


found their way onto FGIX’s 
agenda. 

At Thursday’s meeting the 
group also discussed promo- 
tional strategies for the busi- 
nesses, services, non-profits 
and cultural institutions within 
Fort Greene and Clinton Hill. 

Designers for Citimap New 
York, a mapmaking company, 
spoke to those in attendance 
about the options, costs and 
feasibility of creating a neigh- 
borhood map for Fort Greene. 
The company has already cre- 
ated a neighborhood map and 
magazine promoting business- 
es in Chelsea and is pitching 
similar ideas to economically 
active communities like Fort 
Greene. 

“Brooklyn is beginning to 
move towards tourism,” said 
Citimap’s Jeffrey Heilman. 
“Marketing that could be a 
very valuable tool.” 

Eva Daniels, owner of Eva 
M. Daniels Realty, on Fulton 
Street at South Elliot Place, 
said visitors are often attracted 
by BAM but fail to explore the 
rest of Fort Greene and Clin- 
ton Hill. 

“There are a lot of people 
walking around the neighbor- 
hood like strangers,” she said. 
“A map like that could be very 
helpful.” 

Gardner placed a number of 
neighborhood guides on a 
table in the church’s auditori- 
um for people to peruse and 
offer feedback. The simple 
brochure to BoCoCa, a mar- 
keting moniker slapped on the 
Boemm Hill, Cobble Hill and 
Carroll Gardens strips along 
Smith Street, Court Street and 
Atlantic Avenue, received 
warm praise for its simplicity. 
Citimap’s fold-up map of 
Chelsea was lauded for its col- 
ors but was dubbed by some 
as unwieldy. 

Costs for the amenity could 
be prohibitive since Citimap 


New York has a patent pending 
on the software they use to cre- 
ate the on-line neighborhood 
guides. Each business or or- 
ganization seeking to be listed 
on the Web site and maps 
would have to pay roughly 
$250 for a licensing fee, as 
well as additional annual li- 
censing costs, and for printing 
of the paper maps. 

“I think it’s great,” said Se- 
ble Tareke, economic develop- 
ment director for the Pratt Area 
Community Council. “We 
need to do one anyway so 
we’re just looking at this as an 
option.” 

“Something like that could 
be great,” she said. “I’m just 
not sure who’s paying for it,” 
noting that corporate sponsor- 
ship could be an option.

federal poverty line, and many 
more subsist in homes with in- 
comes just barely above it,” 
Markowitz testified before the 
committee. 

“One hundred twelve of the 
331 New York City schools 
that have been identified by the 
state Department of Education 
last year as in need of serious 
improvement are in Brooklyn 
... But less money means 
more members of our youngest 
generation will be cruelly left 
behind.” 

Pataki presented his budget 
Jan. 29 calling for $450 mil- 
lion in cuts to school aid, addi- 
tional cuts to Medicaid and 
hundreds of million dollars 
less to the city than Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg had 
hoped for in his city budget 
proposal released the day be- 

Pataki proposed decreasing 
the City University of New 
York budget by $82 million 
and raising tuition costs by 
$1,000 per year. 

Bloomberg and City Coun- 
cil Speaker Gifford Miller also 
made the trip to Albany this 
week to ask for more state aid. 

The state is facing an $11.5 
billion deficit, $2.2 billion in 
this fiscal year and $9.3 bil- 
lion next year, the largest fis- 
cal crisis in the past eight 

The governor steadfastly de- 
clined to raise taxes but pro- 
posed raising revenues through 
removing the sales tax exemp- 
tion on clothing under $110 — 
which helps keep shoppers 
from fleeing to New Jersey, 
where there is no sales tax on 
clothing — collecting $500 mil- 
lion in back rent from city air- 
ports, and an increase in parking 
ticket surcharges from $5 to 
$15, among other measures. 

A re-instatement of the 
commuter tax was predictably 
not included in Pataki’s budg- 
et proposal. 

As alternative revenue gen- 
erators Markowitz suggested 
going after the “underground 
economy.” 

“There are too many people 
in New York City who use 
only money orders and cash,” 
he said at City Hall before the 
Albany trip. “Go after the 
money, the people who are not 
paying their fair share of tax- 
es, both corporate and individ- 

He called on the state to 
perform more aggressive au- 
dits to locate unlicensed busi- 
nesses. 

He added that the city and 
state should also revise their 
procurement policies to make 
sure “New York gets the best 
price for whatever we buy, not 
the worst price.” 

“I know from my 23 years 
in the state Senate that this 
won’t be the final budget,” 
Markowitz told The Brooklyn 
Papers after returning from 
Albany. 

“Hopefully the governor 
will begin to romance us 
again in the spring, but this 
time we may ask for a pre- 
nuptial agreement.”

Bensonhurst 
student an 
Intel finalist

Anna Gekker doesn’t 
sound like your typical 17- 
year-old. 

She tosses around phrases 
like “statistical analysis” and 
“linear regression models” 

teenagers talk about Big Macs 
and the latest J-Lo ditty. 

While she is also on the 
tennis and math teams at 
Brooklyn Technical High 
School, Gekker has devoted 
the past year and a half to 
studying the effects of social 
interactions on the recovery 
time of rehabilitation patients. 

It is that research, conducted 
at a center in Brighton Beach 
— not too far from her home in 
Bensonhurst — that landed 
Gekker one of the 40 nationally 
coveted finalist slots in the Intel 
Science Talent Search. 

In addition to receiving a 
$5,000 scholarship and a new 
computer, Gekker, who was se- 
lected from among thousands 
of high school students nation- 
wide, will go on to compete for 
the $100,000 top prize in 
Washington, D.C., on March 6. 

“I was so excited. I didn’t 
expect it,” said Gekker, who 
met Mayor Michael Bloom- 
berg at City Hall a couple of 
weeks ago when he congratu- 
lated the 59 semifinalists from 
New York City. Of those, only 
five were selected as finalists. 

Bom in Moldova, Gekker 
moved to the United States in 
1991 with her parents, who 
wanted to escape anti-Semi- 
tism and give their daughter 
opportunities she might not 
have otherwise had. 

“I was always interested in 
medicine,” explained Gekker, 
whose mother is a doctor with 
a private practice in Brooklyn. 
“It started when I was volun- 
teering at Coney Island Hospi- 
tal and I noticed that with the 
West Nile virus that some 
people recovered while others 
didn’t. I then looked at their 
age, gender, and other psycho- 
social factors,” Gekker said. 

In her own research in 
Brighton Beach, Gekker ana- 
lyzed more than 1,700 patient 
records and through statistical 
analysis found that if a patient 
received a visitor for an hour 
each day his stay would be re- 
duced on average by 3.6 days. 

“It’s extremely exciting to 
see a student who has worked 
so hard have her paper recog- 
nized,” said Beth Malchiodi, 
Gekker’s advisor at Brooklyn

Tech, who spent countless 
hours working with her. 

Malchiodi teaches a social 
science research class to juniors 
in the social science major at the 
school. Each year, a small 
group of students are chosen 
from that class to continue their 
research. Those students meet 
with Malchiodi for a double-pe- 
riod, extracurricular class every 
day, often staying even later. 

“Because it’s the last class 
of the day, they tend not to go 
home,” said Malchiodi, who 
noted that students had occa- 
sionally stayed in the comput- 
er lab until 10 pm. 

Even with a master’s de- 
gree in anthropology, Mal- 
chiodi said the students some- 
times surpass her knowledge 
of a certain topic. “And that’s 
the goal,” she said. 

Gekker was directed to a 
statistician at the University of 
North Carolina, a friend of 
Malchiodi’s from graduate 
school, for help with linear re- 
gression models. 

Tom between majoring in 
social science and the hard 
sciences, Gekker went for the 
former because, she said, it let 
her “get a taste of everything.” 
“Science has the ability to 
change the world,” Gekker 
said. “It’s not the power of the 
presidency. It’s a different 
kind of power.” 

An avid ballroom dancer 
who recently converted to sal- 
sa dancing, Gekker will be at- 
tending New York University 
in the fall and hopes to follow 
in her mother’s footsteps and 
become a doctor. 

In the meantime, she is busy 
preparing for her weeklong 
venture to the Capitol and the 
rounds of interviews and pre- 
sentations she will have to 
make. Saying that it’s difficult 
to prepare any more for the 
week, she explains, “I already 
know the material so well.”

Lusty main courses include filet mignon 
with beamaise sauce served with garlic- 
mashed potatoes and broccoli rabe; and a 
poached arctic char paired with French 
lentils and wild mushrooms; and a poached 
Maine lobster and scallops served with snow 
peas and red peppers in a sweet wine sauce. 

At Patois, vegetarians can feast on fettuc- 
cini with mushrooms and truffles tossed in a 
chive-accented cream sauce.

Animal courtship explained 
over cocktails at Aquarium

The Brooklyn Capers 

D ating in Brooklyn is too often a neurotic dodge ball 
game of personal ads, bar hopping, e-mail and phone 
tag whose inscrutable, often fruitless rules seem a uni- 
verse apart from the natural instincts and pragmatic sense of 
our fellow beings. 

Sensing the need for a new dating ritual, the New York 
Aquarium, already home to thousands of specimens of ma- 
rine life, is turning its attention to human coupling with a 
first-ever Valentine’s weekend singles event, “Sex in the 
Sea,” set to take place Saturday, Feb. 15 at 7 pm. 

The aquarium, at West Eighth Street and Surf Avenue in 
Coney Island, will host an evening of wine, cheese and min- 
gling for singles over 2 1 . Aquarium educational staff will be on 
hand to explain the courtship and mating rituals of various 
species in a series of informal guided tours through the exhibits. 

Somewhere between the wine and the walrus habitat — 
macho male walruses keep harems proportional to the vol- 
umes of their bass 
bellows — education 
curator Merryl Kafka, 
who came up with 
the idea for the 
event, hopes guests 
will spark a relation- 
ship of their own. 

Although she’s 
hoping participants 
will have a night of 
enlightenment mixed 
with sexual chem- 
istry, Kafka doesn’t 
expect them to take a 
page from the Nassau 
grouper, a Caribbean 
fish that swings both 
ways to guarantee the 
survival of the species. 

“Because these fish 
are hermaphrodites, if two males meet, no problem. One be- 
comes a female,” said Kafka, noting that the reaction works the 
other way when two females hook up. “In the ocean world 
everything is really very different. There are a tremendous vari- 
ety of strategies for courtship and mating and having a baby.” 
Kafka cited the sea horse as another example. A female sea 
horse, said Kafka, “puts eggs in the male’s pouch. The male lit- 
erally almost becomes pregnant and [he] will carry the eggs” 
through to labor. 

‘We call them Mr. Mom,” she said. 

Very enlightened, these sea horses, but it is not likely hu- 
mans will claim the same feat anytime soon. The most hu- 
manistic courtship model probably comes from the penguins, 
which — divorce statistics be damned — “usually mate for 
life,” according to the aquarium’s senior teacher. Bob Cum- 
mings. Like feisty Brooklynites, Cummings said, a pair of 
penguins in a committed relationship “will actually fight for 
nesting space,” going so far as to “poke each other,” to make 
sure they get their choice. 

But Kafka is quick to emphasize that meeting, not mating 
is the goal of “Sex in the Sea.” 

“There’s enough people in the world,” she said. “I don’t 
want to exceed the breeding capacity of humans, but what I 
would like to do is increase the meeting capacity, that’s the 

“Sex in the Sea,” said Kafka, is the first aquarium event tar- 
geted specifically toward single adults. This was just the next 
element in developing social, educational events that will make 
use of the facility at night, she said. 

Fran Hackett, associate manager of communications at the 
New York Aquarium, hopes for a turnout of about 50 guests at 
“Sex in the Sea.” 

“We hope that it’s successful,” said Hackett, who is single. 
“I may even go,” she said, adding, “Even if I wasn’t [single], 
I’d just go to watch.” 

Proceeds from “Sex in the Sea” ticket sales go to school pro- 
grams organized by the aquarium’s education department. 

At last count, just one man had signed up. Unless one of the 
women knows the secrets of the Nassau grouper, he may be 
one very lucky lad. 

"Sex in the Sea" will take place at the New York Aquari- 
um, West Eighth Street at Surf Avenue in Coney Island, on 
Feb. 15, 7-9 pm. Admission is $23 for members, $25 for 
non-members.

Alan Harding looks for new 
mouths to feed in Brooklyn

S peaking with restaurateur Alan 
Harding about his new ventures is 
like taking the pulse of the chang- 
ing neighborhoods he serves, and the 
economy that drives those changes. In 
an interview with GO Brooklyn, he il- 
lustrated the mix of chef, entrepreneur, 
style-maker and family man that makes 
up his personality. 

Harding is a founding father of 
Smith Street’s restaurant row. He 
gained recognition in 1997, as co-own- 
er of Patois, and last summer he 
brought us dirt-cheap hotdogs, burgers 
and beer at the campy, backyard-like 
Gowanus Yacht Club. Harding is cur- 
rently developing two new projects, 
both on Union Street. Schnack, an 
American diner, is set to open in Red 
Hook on March 1 . The other, at Union 
and Smith streets, has yet to be named. 

“Have you heard the story about the 
mouse who eats the same cheese every- 
day?” he asked. “He gets very comfort- 
able eating the cheese and he gets very 
fat. And then all of a sudden the cheese 
runs out, and he doesn’t really want to 
move, to go look for other cheese, so 
he starves.” 

Harding has taken this dark entrepre- 
neurial tale to heart, offering it as an ex- 
planation of his recent sale of Uncle 
Pho, the restaurant he opened in 1999. 

“Instead of just standing there, wait- 
ing for there to be no cheese left, then 
starving, we decided to sell while 
there’s a big chunk of cheese, and what 
we’re doing right now is moving on to 
look for newer cheese.” 

The characters in this story are men, 
not mice: Harding and his partner, Jim 
Mammeri. The cheese, in this case, is 
found among the still relatively low 
rents on Smith Street, it’s accessibility 
to some of Brooklyn’s most cuisine- 
savvy residential neighborhoods, and 
it’s proximity to the Carroll Street and 
Bergen Street F train stops. 

When Harding and Mammeri opened 
Patois, the cozy bistro at 255 Smith, it 
was an instant “Eureka!” Brooklyn’s 


commuting professionals would rather 
dine well in a comfortable environment 
close to home. And if the cassoulet cost 
several bucks less thanks to Brooklyn 
rents, then hip, hungry Manhattanites 
would make the reverse commute. 

Other Smith Street restaurants prolif- 
erated. In 1999, Harding and Mammeri 
added a trendy, Asian-inflected eatery to 
the scene with Uncle Pho. The time and 
the place were such that style went a 
very long way, and the idea appealed to 
other would-be restaurateurs as much as 
it did diners. 

By last summer, when he spoke about 
his down-market move to hotdogs and 
$1 Pabst Blue Ribbons, Harding wasn’t 
feeling flattered by imitators. 

“There are five restaurants on the 
block using Asian ingredients,” he point- 
ed out, “so what’s so special about my 
pad Thai? It’s not cool anymore.” 

After 9-11, diners were no longer 
packing the space that occupied 261 and 
263 Smith. With typical practicality and 
flexibility, Harding scaled the restaurant 
back to 263 Smith, re-conceiving the 
space next door as a tiki fantasy called 
the Zombie Hut. 

The downsized Uncle Pho was hold- 
ing its own, and was not for sale last De- 
cember, when Mammeri ran into his 
friend Rakesh Agarwal at the bank. 
Agarwal, owner of 14 Baluchi’s Indian 
restaurants in Manhattan and Queens, 
told Mammeri he wanted to purchase a 
comer restaurant on Smith Street. Mam- 
meri went straight from the bank to 
Harding. 

The partners decided they could part 
with the place — for the right price. 
Harding implied they may have priced it 
a tittle high, perhaps out of love for pad 
Thai? Perhaps, but that didn’t phase 
Agarwal, who gladly tendered their ini- 
tial request and opened his 15th 
Baluchi’s on Jan. 25. 

Instead of sitting around tike fat mice, 
Harding and Mammeri scampered off to 
newer venues. Harding is about to start 
testing menu items for Schnack, which 
promises to tempt with recession-proof 
offerings tike beer, milkshakes, burgers 
and pastrami sandwiches. Across the

Brooklyn-Queens Expressway from Car- 
roll Gardens, at 122 Union Street be- 
tween Columbia and Hicks streets, 
Schnack will have the challenge of last- 
ing in a space that has changed faces fre- 
quently, appearing as a bakery the first 
time you drive by, then a Caribbean 
restaurant on your next trek to Red Hook. 

Meanwhile, back on Smith, the space 
currently known as the “Union Street 
project” will be owned by Angela Geri- 
dano and managed by her brother, Hard- 
ing’s Yacht Club partner, James Geri- 
dano. (The Geridanos own Bagels on the 
Park, which shares its outside wall with 
the Yacht Club.) Currently a vintage 
clothing and furniture shop, the spot 
housed a German beer hall in the late- 
19th century. The comer isn’t land- 
marked, but “fortunately for the neigh- 
borhood,” as Harding put it, he and 
Mammeri are renovating it as though it 
were, complete with tight fixtures circa 
1870 and stained glass. Harding has been 
commissioned to design the space, con- 
cept and menu of Geridano’s “project.” 

This “project” sits spatially and ideo- 
logically between Patois, which is still 
going strong, and the Gowanus Yacht 
Club, which will recommence its warm 
weather revelry on Memorial Day. While 
the folks supping at Patois may be simul- 
taneously paying a babysitter, and the 
merry tipplers at the Gowanus Yacht 


Club are mainly childless, the “Union 
Street project” will offer “value-priced” 
meals (no entree above $15) in an envi- 
ronment that Harding hopes to see 
“packed with kids.” 

In addition to lunch and dinner, the 
restaurant will serve ice cream from its 
garden window during the warmer 
months. This gelateria concept promises 
to fill a need heretofore only met by cir- 
cling ice cream tracks. No matter how the 
restaurant’s American menu is received 
by diners, kids will bring their parents 
here as surely as hot days will bring drops 
of chocolate ice cream onto their shirts. 

Designing the restaurant is essentially 
a commission for Harding, and it remains 
to be seen how involved he will be once 
it opens. Will it prove to be a big cheese 
for its owner? 

“I have no idea,” Harding says. 
“Whenever we do a restaurant, we think 
we come up with a good idea, and we try 
to get a low rent, a long lease, and a nice 
store, but I have no idea who’s going to 
come in. It’s always the roll of the dice.” 

Judging from his track record, his inti- 
mate knowledge of the past, present and 
future of .Smith Street, and his keenly 
pragmatic ability to provide people with a 
place where they want to spend money, 
the odds are in Harding’s favor.

Twins don't mean 
'double trouble' 


Q: “My son and daughter- 
in-law are expecting twins. 
This is exciting, but a dia- 
pered duo will be a handful. 
Any advice would be appreci- 
ated.” — a grandmother 

A: Parents, make a “Please 
do not disturb” sign and don’t 
be afraid to use it. On the flip 
side, write, “Help Wanted!” 

Learn to say no before 
you’ve had it with visitors — 
including relatives — and yes 
in those early weeks when you 
need someone to cook dinner, 
run errands and help care for 
your twins. 

A good place to turn for sup- 
port and information is the Na- 
tional Organization of Mothers 
of Twins Clubs, which has 
about 475 local clubs. 

“Regular moms can give you 
advice about health, clothes, 
how to burp,” one group mem- 
ber says. 

“But only another mother of 
multiples can tell you how to 
get them both to sleep at the 
same time, how to manage giv- 
ing baths when you’re home 
alone or how to get the kids 
into the stroller in the middle of 
a parking lot.” 

Some mothers have been 
able to attend a twins club 
meeting during pregnancy, 
meet other mothers, find out 
who the support people are in 
the club and keep their phone 
numbers handy if they need 
help.

been there, night or day, to calm 
me down when life got turned 
upside down.” 

Something else to do before 
the babies arrive: Try to tour the 
neonatal intensive care unit to 
prepare yourselves if your 
twins need this special care. 

One of the best gifts after the 
arrival of twins: meals. One fa- 
ther of twins says a “dinner 
wagon,” where a church group 
delivered hot meals each night 
to his family for a month, was a 
blessing. 

Other tips from parents: 

• Establish a list of priorities. 
At the top, put the needs of 
your babies, then your own 
well-being. To take the best 
possible care of your children, 
it’s vital to take care of yourself 
and stay in touch with other 
moms who support you. Rest 
whenever you can. Dust can 


• To do more than just get by 
day to day, establish a workable 
routine. With twins in the early 
months, spontaneity isn’t do- 
able. 

•Use a chart to show at a 
glance who has been cared for 
and at what time, including any 
medications. 

• Start a family journal. Even 
hasty one- or two-line entries 
will help jar your memory later 

•Get a double stroller as 
soon as possible. Two car seats 
will be too heavy to carry. 

•Hand-me-down clothes will 
help solve the problem of 
“twice as much laundry and 
half the time to do it.” 

•Pick names with different 
first letters so that you can use 
their initials to identify their 
shoes and other personal be- 
longings. 

•Buy in bulk at a wholesale 
club and use a drive-through 
pharmacy. When shopping, use 
a fanny pack and keep your car 
keys on a stretchy bracelet de- 
signed for keys. 

•The parents of twins have 
so many tittle extras to consid- 
er, such as whether pictures will 
be taken individually at the hos- 

• Don’t buy two of every- 
thing until you know you’ll 
need two. Let your twins be 
your buying guide.
